Tbe services in the synagogue of the 


First Hebrew Congregation were very 
Impressive. 
They opened yesterday 


evepir.i,' and attracted a large attend- 
ance. 
Rabbi Frledlander delivered an 


eloq lent exortation which had. a pro- 
found effect upon the members of his 
flock. 


The exercises continued this morning, 


beginning at an early hour and will be 
carr ed on constantly until about 5:30 
o'clock this evening when the festival 
will be numbered with the feasts which 
have passed into eternity. 


The attendance at the exercises, to- 


day, was very large, every Jewish fam- 
ily ii this city and surroundings being 
represented. 
The main floor of the 


auditorium was occupied by the pew- 
holders and members of the congrega- 
tion while the gallery wa.s given over 
to children who were .unaccompanied 
by their parents. 


IMPOSING SCENE. 


The interior 
of the synagogue in 


whic h the exercises were held presented 
an animated appearance. 
Before the 
ark burned, in a red globe, the perpet- 
ual light of the sanctuary. 
On either 


side of the reader's desk were two in- 
dividual lights while at either corner 
of the sanctuary there were reproduc- 
tions of the sever, 
branched 
candle- 


sticks which shed their effulgence In 
the sanctuary of the Temple of old. 


SACRED 
VESTMENTS. 


Rabbi Frledlander, 
who conducted 


the services, was attended in E. white 
silktn robe with a round cap with a flat 
surf ice of the same material. 


E. Bernstein, who officiated as read- 


er was similarly attired so far as color 
was concerned but without the richness 
of nateriai which characterized that of 
the rabbi's.
